Such judges must 
be the pink of propriety themselves before they 
could sanction such a sentence. We are sure--at’ 
least we must suppose—that the would die sooner 
than be guilty of the most trivial im ropriety. But 
is it not a monstrous thing that human nature 
should be at the mercy of individuals 80 puncti- 
lious, who through their excessive primness see 
faults where none exist, and come down upon the 
supposed defaulter with 4 vengeance which is- 
ferocious ? : 

Is it not punishment enough for a child who does 
not appear to have had a more vicious inclination 
than the rest of children to be deserted by her na- 
tural protector, to be left sae starve, but the law 
must arm itself against her? That very law pro- 
nounces her to be hardly past the age at whieh it 
refuses to impute the knowledge of good from evil.

THE NEW BUILDINGS IN THE TOWER, 
AND OUR NATIONAL DEFENCES, 


The renovation—or, rather, complete reformation 
—of that portion of the Towrr destroyed by fire isa 
point of great national importance, and is proxi- 
mately connected with the present agitation (if we 
may use the word) on the subject of Narionat 
Derences, Of the buildings themselves we defer 
a detailed account until, on another occasion, we 
take into consideration the means of defence 
specially applicable to the metropolis. 

In addition to Sheerness and Chatham, the 
Duke of Wellington, in his admirable review, allows 
to the Thames 10,000 men, besides militia, We 
will, however, give an abstract from his letter. 

The following was addressed by his grace to Sir 
John Burgoyne ;— 


To Major-Gen, Sir John J. Burgoyne, K.C.B., &c. 


* Strathfleldsaye, 

“ My dear General,—-Some days have elapsed— 
indeed a fortnight has—since I received your note, 
with a copy of your observations on the possible 
results of a war with France, under our present 
system of military preparation. 

“You are aware that I have for years been 
sensible of the alteration produced in maritime 
warfare and operations by the application of steam 
to the propelling of ships at sea. 

“ This discovery immediately exposed all parts 
of the coasts of these islands, which a vessel could 
approach at all, to be approached, at all times of 
the tide, and in all seasons, by vessels so propelled, 
from all quarters. We are, in fact, assai able, and 
at least liable to insult, and to have contributions 
levied upon us on all parts of our coast; that is, 
the coast of these, including the Channel Islands, 
which to this time, from the period of the Norman 
Conquest, have never been successfully invaded. 

‘[ have in vain endeavoured to awaken the at- 
tention of different Administrations to this state of 
things, as well known to our neighbours (rivals in 
power, at least former adversaries and enemies) as 
it is to ourselves, 2 

“T hope that your paper may be attended with 
more success than my representations have been. 

“T have above, in a few words, represented our 
danger. We have no defence, or hope of defence, 
excepting in our fleet. ae 

* We hear a great deal of the spirit of the re 
of England, for which no man entertains a higher 
respectthanT do, But unorganized, undisciplined, 
without systematic subordination established and 
well understood, this spirit, opposed to the fire of 
musketry and cannon, and to sabres and bayonets 
of disciplined troops, would only expose those 
animated by such spirit to confusion and destruc-

to some use this spirit in a case of partial local 
disturbance : the want of previous systematic or- 
anization and subordination will prevent him

“ It is perfectly true that, as we stand at present 
with our naval arsenals and dockyards not half 
garrisoned, 5000 men of all arms could not be put 
under arms, if required, for any service whatever, 
without leaving standing without relief all em- 
ployed on any duty, not excepting even the guards 
over the palaces and person of the Sovereign. 

“I calculate that a declaration of war should 
probably find our own garrisons of the strength as 
follows, particularly considering that one of the 
most common accusations against this country is, 
that the practice has been to commence reprisals 
at sea simultaneously with a declaration of war, 
the order for the first of which must have been 
issued before the last can have been published.

Toe Revenve.—The abstract of the net pro- 
duce of the revenue for the financial year ending the 
5th of January, 1848, as compared with the Protas 
year, shows a gross deficiency of £2,217,454. Defi- 
ciencies are never pleasant subjects of ened pee 
but a glance at the statement we print to- ay will 
show that somewhat less than one-half—and no more— 
of the deficit is to be referred to any falling off in the 
ordinary and constant channels of revenue. The gross 
deficiency being £2,217,454, of this £1,067,540 alone 
belongs to the permanent sources of national income. 
Whereas in the year ending Sth of J anuary, 1847, we 
find China credited with an item of £667,644, in the 
present year the flow of Sycee silver into the Treasury 
has been altogether dried up. Last year, again, under 
the head of Repayment of Advances, we see a credit 
of £1,070,411; this year there has only been repaid the 
sum of £564,046, ‘These two heads, then, of the ex- 
traordinary revenue will account for a gap of upwards 
of a million sterling in the national balance-sheet, even 
when the trifling set-off in favour of the present year 
on the ‘‘imprest and other monies” is taken into ac- 
count. Unless the non-repayment of advances be 
accepted as a criterion of the difficulties under which 
the country has been labouring far the last twelve 
months, we may consider the deficiencies in the year's 
revenue as one only of a million sterling, or a little 
more, when compared with the preceding year, It is 
as well to clear away these preliminary considerations, 
which merely embarrass the mind, in arriving at an 
estimate of the true significance of the return.

to restore him, ‘lhe surgeon of the prison said the 
deceased was literally starved before his admission to 
the prison. On a post-mortem examination the inte- 
guments and muscles were found to be all absorbed, 
but there was no indication of any complaint. The 
jury returned a verdict, ‘* That the deceased died from 
want of probes food previous to his admission to pri- 
son,” and passed a high compliment upon Mr, Lavies 
for the humanity he had displayed in the case.

Dr. Bucknann’s Discovery.—To restore 
the disturbed equilibrium of the constitution of the 
soil—to fertilize her fields—England requires an enor- 
mous supply of animal remains; and it must, therefore, 
excite considerable interest to learn that she possesses 
beneath her soil beds of fossil guano, strata of animal 
remains, in a state which will probably allow of their 
being employed as 4 manure at a ver small expense. 
The coprolithes discovered by Dr. tickland (a dis- 
covery of the highest interest to geology) are these 
remains; and it seems extremely probable that in 
these strata England possesses the means of supplying 
the place of recent bones, and therefore the principa 
conditions of improving agriculture—of restorifig and 
exalting the fertility of her fields, —Liebig. 


Music av Paris.—Auber’s. long-promised 
three:avt opera, ‘ Haydée; ou le Secret,’ the libretto 
by Scribe, has made a great hit at the Opéra Comique. 
The piece is highly interesting, and the music in the 
best style of the author of '* La Muette di Portici.” 
The acting and singing of Roger, the tenor, are first- 
rate, atid so great a sensation has his performance in 
this opera produced that the directors of the Académie 
Royale de Musique were induced to offer him advan- 
tageous terms to transfer his services fromthe Opéra 
Comique to the first musical stage of Paris, These 
terms were accepted by Noger, who, after the termi- 
nation of his present engagement, in July next, will 

uit the theatre of which he has for some years been 
the most attractive ornament, and make his début, it is 
hoped, in Meyerbeer’s ‘ Prophate,” at the Opera. 
We trust that when this prophet, so long voncealed 
from public view, shall have lifted the veil, he may not 
prove as uninyiting as the prophet of Khorassan in 
“© Lalla Rookh.” The Opera has been doing but poor 
business of late; great hopes are entertained, however, 
of the new grand ballet of Adolphe Adam, called ‘* Les 
Cing Sens,” in which the charming Carlotta Grisl is to 
have the principal part. In this ballet it was at first 
praphsed that Carlotta should sing as well as dance, 

ut subsequently, although it was known that the fair 
danseuse was quite equal to the purpose, the idea was 
abandoned, to the great disappointment of the com- 
ots of the music. Miss Lucombe, the well-known 
3nglish vocalist, has been singing at one or two of the 
public concerts with considerable success, A new 
singer, Mile. Isaurat, and & new dancer, Mile, Mermet, 
have both débuted at the Opera inthe ‘ Muette,’” but 
neither of them has produced any sensation, Alex- 
andre Dumas’ translation of “ Hamlet,” with the last 
scene materially altered, is running every night at the 
Théatre Historique. 


ConrLicT BETWEEN A MAN AND A WOLF. 
Last week a fight took place between a man and a 
wolf in Loborough, A Mr. Whalin was aroused in 
the night by a noise among his porkers, but went 
to bed without ascertaining the true cause. He 
was intending to start early in the morning for King- 
ston, and, at about daybreak, was again aroused by a 
noise among his geese. He went immediately out 
without dressing himself, thinking it was a fox. As 
soon, however, as the wolf saw him, he made a spring 
at his throat; but the man, very tually, caught him 
by the neck and back part of the head, holding him 
firmly in his grasp. In their struggle the wolf threw 
him against the side of the house, and they rolled 
over together, The man, however, succeeded in 
getting the wolf under, and held him down firmly, 
when he cried for help. A.young lad soon came to 
his aid, and ran for an axe to despatch the wolf, He 
aimed a blow at his head, and struck him over the 
eyes, but, unluckily, at the same time, nearly cut off 
one of the man’s fingers. ‘Thus weakened in tis hold, 
the wolf seized aud bit him in the fore-arm, and above 
the elbow, very severely. At length, however, they 
succeeded in despatching him, Mr, Whalin is a man 
sixty years of age, or more, but very powerful. He is 
recovering. ‘The wolf was of an enormous size, 
measuring thirty-two inches in height. It is con-

Copeman only laughed at him for his fears. Not lon 
after Mr. MALY had the same dream again, an 
he again consulted the same party as before, It had 
so taken hold of his mind as to render him very un- 
happy, and he again, after much Pressing waited 
upon Mr. Copeman, to inform him of it. he repe- 
tition ofthe dream evidently affected the unfortunate 
gentleman, and he solemnly promised his kind mo- 
nitor never to be again so late in returning home from 
Kirton as had been his practice, That promise he 
faithfully kept until the day when the dream was ful- 
filled, and he met with the awful fate with which the 
country is familiar.—Lincolnshire Chronicle.

TRAGICAL SuicipE or A TRADESMAN AND 
u18 Wire.—A very painful sensation has prevailed in 
Cleveland-street, Fitzroy-square, and its vicinity, in 
consequence of the circulation of a report that Mr. 
Alexander Toms Williams, proprietor of the Star 
Coffee-house, No. 33, Cleveland-street, and Mrs. Wil- 
liams, his wife, had committed the desperate act of 
suicide. About ten months ago Mr. Williams entered 
into the possession of the above premises, A few 
ears previously he was a sergeant in one of her 
ajesty’s regiments which was engaged in some of 
the late wars in the East Indies. Upon relinquishing 
that appointment he obtained the situation of a police- 
man in the E division, which he left shortly before 
taking possession of the above premises, where, it is 
atated, e was carrying on a very excellent business. 
During the whole of. Saturday the business was carried 
on as usual, and there were no indications given of the 
frightful catastrophe which subsequently took place. 
About a quarter after twelve o’clock at night they 
were in conversation in the coffee-room, in the presence 
of a customer, when there was an exhibition of the 
utmost good feeling towards each other. Upon his 
leaving, no words of a recriminatory purport were 
heard between them by any of the inmates of the 
house. But shortly after the footsteps of Mr. Wil- 
liams were heard going to his bed. After the lapse of 
a few minutes Mrs, Williams followed, who, upon 
reaching the room, found the door fastened in the 
inside. She burst it open, upon which she discovered 
her unfortunate husband suspended from the railing of 
the bedstead. Her exclamations for assistance awoke 
Mr. Matthews, one of the lodgers, upon seeing whom 
she observed ‘‘that Williams had hung himself,” 
Mr. Matthews went to his room and cut him down, 
while another lodger went for a surgeon. Dr. Hatt- 
field, No. 41, Cleveland-street, upon being applied to, 
mmediately attended. He bled Mr. Williams, finding 
the body still warm; and, while attending to him, he 
received information that Mrs. Williams was then 
lying in the coffee-room, bleeding profuse] from a 
wound across her throat, which had been inflicted by 
a razor which was near her on the floor. Dr, Hatt- 
field proceeded to her assistance ; but from the nature 
of the wound, which had separated the windpipe and 
exposed the back part of the head, he was convinced 
it was mortal. He applied sutures to the windpipe, 
and returned to Mr. Williams, who died shortly after. 
Mrs. Williams, who destroyed her own life imme- 
diately after the discovery of her husband's suicide, 
was compelled to be under the restraint of three or 
four persons, as she is described to have exhibited the 
Hone of amaniac. It is stated that the strongest 
attachment was manifested on the part of Mr. and Mrs. 
illiams towards each other; but Mr. Williams fre- 
quently exhibited a morbid disposition. Mr, Williams 
was about thirty-one and Mrs. Williams thirty-four 
years of age,—At the inquest, at the Vitzroy Arms, 
Slipstone-street, before Mr. W akley, the jury retired 
for a short time, and on returning into court an- 
nounced their verdict as follows:—‘ We find that 
Susannah Williams destroyed herself while in a atate 
of temporary insanity; and that Alexander Toms 
Williams also destroyed himself, but in what state of 
mind he was at the time we have not sufficient 

evidence before us to prove.”

An OFFICER STABBED BY A SENTRY.—A 
very lamentable casualty occurred at Woolwich in 
connection with the death of the late Colonel Peebles, 
of the Royal Marines. It appears that, at the mo- 
ment when Colonel Peebles was suddenly seized 
with fatal illness, his son, an officer in one of the 
regiments of the line (we believe the 59th), who 
was at home on a visit to his parents, rushed out of 
the house in a state of great excitement to procure 
immediate medical assistance for his father. On pass- 
ing hastily out of the gate of the Royal Marine Bar- 
racks, he was challenged by the sentry, and in his ex- 
citement paid no heed to the challenge, but passed on 
through the gate. The sentry, imagining it was some 
soldier who wanted to get out of barracks, struck at 
him with his bayonet, which pierced the back of Mr. 
Peebles’ neck, inflicting a very serious wound, the 
consequences of which, we regret to say, must be for 
some time doubtful. 


Loss or HER Magsustry’s Suip AvEeNGrR. 
The Peninsular and Oriental Company’s steam-packet 
Pacha, Captain Olive, has arrived from Malta and 
Gibraltar, bringing the melancholy intelligence of the 
total loss of her Majesty’s steam-frigate Avenger, 
The Avenger was on her passage from Gibraltar to 
Malta, and on the 20th of December struck on the 
Sorelli rocks, thirteen miles south-west of the island 
of Koleba. The Pacha, on her voyage from Malta to 
Gibraltar, was met by a French war steamer comin 
out of the bay of Tunis, the captain of which gave in- 
formation of the wreck, and offered to roceed with 
the Pacha to the scene of the disaster, On the arrival 
of the two steamers at the Sorelli rocks, on the 26th, 
the reef was found covered with fragments of the 
wreck, but no vestiges of boats or the crew were dis- 
cernible. The crew of the Avenger, consisting of 
270 persons, including officers and supernumeraries, 
are supposed to have perished, with the exception of 
five seamen and three officers, one the surgeon, who

COLONEL CONRAD. 

_ “The bravest and most popular officer in the Alge- 
rine Legion was Colonel Conrad, a native of Strasburg. 
He was cut out for a condottiere. His dashing cou- 
rage, his affability and kindly disposition, frank 
manner, and occasionally well-timed familiarity, made 
him adored by his followers, and procured him the re- 
putation of the soldier’s friend. Few names were 
better known and more respected than that of Conrad 
by both contending parties during the period of his 
service in the Peninsula. He had served under Napo- 
leon, subsequently in Africa, and landed in Spain with 
the Legion as second in command. Dissatisfied, how- 
ever, with Bernelle’s proceedings, he left Spain at the 
beginning of 1836, and, returning to France, resumed 
his rank in the French army. ‘Towards the close of 
the same year he was in command of a regiment at 
Bayonne, when he received a pressing invitation to 
recross the Pyrenees, and assume that of the Foreign 
Legion, from which Bernelle had retired, This invi- 
tation his love of action induced him to accept.”

“Shortly after his arrival in Spain, Conrad, with 
three battalions, was attached to the division of the 
Spanish general Pastor, who was then pursuing Ros 
d’Eroles, one of the most noted Carlist leaders in Cata- 
lonia. The Carlist threw himself, with his band, con- 
sisting of several thousand men, into the little town of 
Pobla, situated on the river Noguera, which flows 
completely round it. The only ingress to the place 
was over a strongly fortified bridge, and Pastor de- 
clared he had not enough men at his back to drive the 
enemy out of so formidable a position.

FEMALE CAMP-FOLLOWERS, 

Although severe service and long marches were 
unfavourable to female camp-followers, 9 certain num- 
ber of ladies, of various nations, formed q sort of rear- 
guard to the Algerines, officiating as sutlers, washer- 
women, and the.like, Some were soldiers’ wives, 
chiefly Germans; others were French cantiniéres, that 
had originally belonged to a disorderly corps of auxi- 
liaries raised in Paris under the orders of a Baron 
Schwarz, and which was dissolved soon after its ar- 
rival in Spain, These latter wore the usual uniform 
of French cantine-women,—red trousers, short blue 
frocks, and ablack glazed hat. One of them, the wife 
of a sergeant, was a first-rate mistress of fence. She 
always carried a pair of foils crassed upon her little 
knapsack, and would frequently take a turn at them 
with her husband, or any other amateur, to the amuse- 
ment of the soldiers, and especially of the Spawiards. 
A Flemish woman, known as La Manchotte, had lost 
an arm in consequence of a bullet-wound; but the 
mutilation did not impair her activity, and she was 
noted for the services she rendered the wounded during 
an action, when others of her class were, for the most 
yart, engaged in marauding. The corps of pioneers 
had an old sutler, who had shared in all the campaigns 
of the French armies under Napoleon, had survived 
the retreat from Iussia, and entered Spain with the 
Duke of Angouléme, Her long military experience 
had rendered the old lady terribly masculine: she had 
acquired all the habits of a soldier, smoked, gambled, 
drank brandy, and swore like a veteran grenadier ; had 
searcely any vestige of womanly reserve and modesty, 
but was faithful, kind-hearted, and serviceable; would 
carry a wounded man a whole morning upon her back, 
and was always in the thick of the fight, reviving the 
weary soldiers with a dram from her brandy keg. 
When this wag empty, she would seize a musket, and 
load and fire with the skill and coolness of an expe- 


general as with the private soldier; all knew her as 
the Mére Michel, and none ever dreamed of taking 
offence at the licence she allawed her tongue, Her 
husband had fallen at Leipzig; her three sons at the 
storming of the Trocadero, where she herself had been 
wounded, It was only when she spoke of her children, 
who had all three been non-commissioned officers in a 
company of grenadiers, that womanly weakness pre-

b With a soldier’s oath she would dash away 
the sign of emotion, and quell her sorrow by a pull at 
the brandy-bottle At Vittoria, General Cordova, who 
observed her zealous attention to the wounded, gave 
her the cross of Isabella with his own hand; but she 
would not wear it, because’ she maintained that she 
was entitled to the Legion of Honour. Thereby hung 
a tale, which she deazly loved to tell, how Napoleon 
had promised her the cross at the great fight of Leip- 
zig, but, through an error it had been given to another, 
an Italian sutler.

Major-General Butler, left Vera Cruz. 

The commercial news brought by the overland mail 
from India is unfavourable, as was to be expected, The 
political intelligence of niost importance relates to the 
terfitories of the King of Oude and the Nizam, Lord 
Hardinge and the first-named potentate had met at 
Cawnpore, That wretched district is in a state of ab- 
solute anarchy. The Nizam and his Minister are at 
variance; the treasury is empty; and the prince's 
Arab mercenaries are plundering the inhabitants with 
impunity. Meanwhile the British Government, its 
hands tied by treaties, is impotent to restrain from 
outrage the childish and wayward despot whom it up- 
holds on the throne. The Nizam has quitted his 
capital, declaring that he will not return till our resi- 
dent consents to the removal of the prime minister ;

conceded From Scinde there is no intelligence to 
throw light either on the present or future of that 
country. A bold and judicious revision of the whole 
financial and commercial system of India is impera-

BEEF, 
DUISKET OF BEEF* A LA GARRICK, 
BY M. ALEXIS SOYER, 
Of the Reform Club, 

This dish will, I am sure, be as popular with the 
English public as the colebratedl tragedian and 
comedian whose name I have borrowed, even if 
he were now aliye, 

Procure a nice brisket of beef with as little fat as 
possible attached: if too much cut a little of it off, 
and detach the whole of the bones from it. Then 
make a pickle with 20]b. of salt, jlb. of saltpetre, 
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cloves of garlick, with which rub the meat well, 
and leave it rather more than a week, rubbing and 
turning it every day; then drain and cut it into 
equal parts, placing one upon the other, mixing the

weight upon it, and let remain in a cold place 
untilnext morning. Then take off the weight and 
the board, pull the cloth gently at each angle, and 
when loose turn it over upon your dish. ‘Lake 
the cloth off gently. Garnish with sprigs of 
parsley, fresh watereresses, and small radishes (if 
in season) cut in thin strips crosswise, 
Nothing can be nicer than this for a breakfast or 
luncheon, It will keep good a fortnight in winter;

punction of mind. At the subsequent inquest on the 


bodies, Kemhett, G 26, an additional witness, stated 
that he was in the cell with the accused on Saturday 
morning, when she involuntarily exclaimed, ‘‘ Com- 
mitted murder to revenge the father of the two chil- 
dren! They are innocent, I am guilty. I am ofa 
vindictive mind.

There was 
evidence in the room that they had been smothered 
after most violent struggles with the murderess. The

There was a scratch across her throat about 


three inches in length. The other child was at the 


head of the bed. Verdict, ‘* Wilful murder.” 


BURGLARIOUS ROBBERY. 

At Worship-street a young man, named Ebenezer 
Culver, whose connections were stated to be very 
respectable, was charged with burglariously entering 
the dwelling-house of Mr. Richard Toplis, an oil and 
colour manufacturer in Minerva-place, Hackney- 
road, and stealing a quantity of valuable property, 
under circunistances of ingratitude. ‘The prosecutor 
and prisoner had been upon terms of great intimacy 
for a long time past, and, whenever the latter was out 
of a situation Mr. Toplis received him into his house, 
allowed’ him to assist him in his business, and treated 
him in every respect like a member of his family.

back door wide open and the place evidently ransacked 
by thieves, and, upon Mr Toplis going to the upper 
bedrooms, he saw everything in great confusion, and 
that his watch, watchguard, three or four suits of 
clothes, and other portable property, had been carried 
off, No suspicion was entertained of the prisoner, 
who was the next morning about the house the same 
as usual, but, upon apprising the police of the robbery, 
Smith, 220 K, set about making inquiries, and haying 
shortly after returned, informed the prosecutor in the 
aetie of the prisoner that he was convinced the 
atter had committed the burglary himself. The pri- 
soner upon that said he saw that it was of no use 
evading the truth any longer, and acknowledged his 
crime. He was excessively agitated, and was ordered 
to be committed for trial.

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SURRENDER OF ABD-EL-KADER. 


The despatch on the subject of this extraor- 
dinary ayent from the Duke d’Aumale to the 
Minister of War, is the only important one. It is 
as follows :— 


“Monsieur le Ministre,—A great event has just 
taken place, Abd-el-Kader isin ourcamp. Beaten by 
the Kabyls of Morocco, driven from the Moulonia 

lain by Muley-Abd-er-Rhaman’s forces, abandoned 
ie most of his followers, who had sought refuge on 
our territory, he had thrown himself into the Beni- 
Snassen’s country, and was striving to take the road 
to the south, which the Emperor of Morocco had left 
free; but, surrounded in that direction by our cavalry, 
he has confided in the generosity of France, and has 
surrendered on condition of being sent to Alexandria 
or Saint John of Acre. * * * * Twenty Spahis, 
commanded by an intelligent and trustworthy officer, 
Lieutenant Ben Khouia, had been, on the evening of 
the 21st, on the first news arriving, sent in observation 
to the pass of Kerbous; reports of musketry soon 
denoted a combat in that direction; it was Abd-el- 
Kader, who was encountering our Spahis, General 
Lamoriciere, who, in the night, had made his column 
take arms, rapidly advanced with his cavalry. The 
Emir had in his favour darkness, and a difficult 
country with numerous passes unknown to our éclat- 
reurs ; he could still easily flee. But two of his horse- 
men, brought by Ben Khouia himself, soon came up, 
and announced to the general that he was ready to sur- 
render, and that he only demanded to be conducted 
to Alexandria or St. John of Acre. The convention 
was immediately orally concluded, and soon after 
ratified in writing by General Lamoriciere. This ver 
afternoon Abd-el-Kader has been received at the Sidi 
Brahim Marabout by Colonel Montauban, who was 
soon after joined by Generals Lamoriciere and Cavaig- 
nac—Sidi Brahim, the theatre of the Emir’s last 
success, and which Providence seems to have pointed 
out to be the theatre of his last and most striking 
reverse, as a sort of expiation for the massacre of our 
unfortunate comrades! Anhour after Abd-el-Kader 
was conducted to me at Nemours, whither I had 
arrived that very morning. I ratified the word pices 
by General Lamoriciere, and firmly hope that the 
Rin ’s Government will also sanction it. I informed 
the Emir that I should embark him as early as to- 
morrow, with his family, for Oran; he submitted, but 
not without some emotion and repugnance.” 


The following are additional details of the Emir’s 
surrender to the, French :— 


‘‘ After spending some hours in selling his horses 
and baggage, and selecting such of his people as were 
to follow him, he embarked in the Solon, which 
arrived at Oran at four in the morning on the 25th. 
A few hours after the Asmodée left Oran for France, 
with the Emir and ninety-two persons of his suite; 
but, before he left for ever the land of Africa, and 
amidst the deep emotion he could not fail to expe- 
rience, the Emir wrote a letter of thanks to the Duke 
d’Aumale for all the respect paid him during his pas- 
sage from Djemma-Ghazaouat to Oran. This was not 
the only mark of deference hé paid to the French 
Prince in the few hours that elapsed since his capture; 
he sent him his celebrated black mare, often men- 
tioned in the narratives of his adventurous life. The 
Asmodée had a very bad passage. All the Arab pas- 
sengers were sick, and Abd-el-Kader suffered so much 
that he was scarcely able to quit his room. He ap- 
peared on the frigate’s deck but for an hour the day 
after she left Oran, Colonel de Beaufort, the Duke 
d’Aumale’s aide-de-camp, and M. Rousseau, inter- 
preter to the army, have been commissioned to accom. 
pany Abd-el-Kader to France. Colonel Beaufort will 

robably return to Toulon, in order to accompany the 

jmir to Paris, or some other town of France that may 
be given him as a residence; for it does not seem 
likely that the I*rench Government will permit him to 
end his days in a Mahometan country, There are 
many women and children in the Emir’s suite. The 
Emir has also with him his mother, his three wives, 
and two sons, the eldest of which, Mahommed Ben 
Abd-el- Kader, is eight years of age, and has a most 
interesting countenance. We subjoin a letter ad- 
dressed by the Duke d’'Aumale to General Count 
d'Hautpoul, commanding the military division at

‘© ¢My dear General,—-Abd-el-Kader has submitted 
to France. Surrounded by the Morocco troops and 
our cavalry, he could no longer save his deira, but he 
might still have reached the south with a few horse ;

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DEATH OF THE PRINCESS ADELAIDE. 


The sister of Louis Philippe, Evaznz Apriarpr 
Lovisz p’Orteans, or “ Madame Adelaide,” as her 
Royal Highness has been usually called, died at 
the Palace of the Tuileries at the close of last 
week, 

The event will excite deep regret, not only in 
France but throughout Europe, for the esteem in 
which the illustrious personage whose death we 
record was held was universal. Her Royal High- 
ness was in her seventy-first year, having been 
born on the 21st of August, 1777. The intelligence 
was as unexpected as itis painful, for, although it 
was announced some days ago that her Royal 
Highness was affected with the prevailing inf - 
enza, the attack was stated to be a slight one. It 
appears, indeed, that the illness of Madame Ade- 
luide had not until the Thursday become so alarm- 
ing as to preclude all hope of her recovery. Their 
Majesties the King and the Queen were incessant 
in their attentions to her Royal Highness during 
the whole of her indisposition; and when real 
danger was apparent they did not quit her bedside, 
On Thursday evening the whole of the Royal Family 
assembled round the illustrious patient, and mani- 
fested by their deep emotion the fervent attach- 
ment, amounting almost to adoration, that they felt 
for her, The curé of St. Roch was sent for about 
midnight to administer religious succour in the 
solemn hour between sublunary life and eternity, 
and soon afterwards the princess breathed her last. 
The death of her Royal Higunen Madame Adelaide 
will leave a void in the Royal Family for which no 
equivalent can be found. She was not merely the 
affectionate and beloved sister of the King, his 
friend, his companion, and his solacer under the 
many trials which he has experienced, but also a 
sister to the Queen in every respect, as much as if 
the same ties of blood had united her to her Ma- 
jesty as to her royal husband. Nor will their 
cee who loved their sister and sister-in-law 
with all the warmth inspired by a knowledge of 
her attachment and esteem for les virtues, have 
less cause to regret this sad event than the other 
branches of the Royal Family. The children and 
grandchildren of the King, and the Princesses who, 
by marriage, become part of the Royal Family, 
were constant objects of affection and solicitude 
with Madame A claide, whose character was ofa 
kind to command at once love and respect from the 
domestic circle, She was religious without bigotry 
and her serious duties were always characterised 
by a benevolence as cheerful as it was expansive 
And, beyond the domestic circle, how many thou. 
sands can testify to the unwearied kindness of this 
amiable princess, whose adversities had made her 
acquainted with calamity only to inspire her with 
the desire—when brighter days shone upon her— 
to administer to the wants and necessities of her 
suffering fellow-creatures, Unostentatious as were 
the acts of benevolence of Madame Adelaide it 
was impossible for her to conceal them all, and 
volumes could be filled with instances of her known 


charities; but the good acts that she did in secret 
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far surpassed in number those which have reached 
the knowledge of the public, Her reward during 
life was in her own conscience; that of her memory 
will be in the blessings of the thousands whom shé 
has succoured, 

In consequence of this lamentable event, all the 
receptions and other Court ceremonies for the neW 
year have been countermanded.
